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Black flags 
over Moscow 



The black flags have been flying in Russia this month .No, 
the anarchists haven't suddenly deposed the State capital- 
ists .The man who has held supreme power in the Kremlin 
for 17 years, Leonid Brezhnev had died . 
How does a man reach the top of the tree in a 'communist' 
society ? He joined the Party when he was 23 and had 
then risen under Khrushchev's aegis, loyally carrying out 
his orders (as he had Stalin's) for party purges .He was a 
shrewd and unsentimental infighter, who cultivated the 
military until he had worked himself in to a position where 
. he was obvious successor to Khrushchev . 
This stalwart of the workers' state ( sic) had a love of 
cars, studiously pampered by foreign powers, to such an 
extent that he had a Rolls Royce Silver Cloud, a Lincoln 
Continental, a Chevrolet Impala, a Mercedes 450, a Cit- 
roeni Maserati, and a Lancia .So much for equality, but 
then Russia has now a regular class structure with the 
usual vested interest and privelege .In fact, what is 
emerging is a firmly establishedhereditary ruling class - 
if your father has a good job then the better are your 
chances of having a good job . 



Now more than when the soviet regime began, the govern- 
ment holds sway over a vast empire andwith just as firm a 
grip .If a country in the soviet sphere of interest swayed 
from the party line, troops were sent in, and Brezhnev 
himself was responsible for the occupation of Czecho- 
slovakia in 1968, Afghanistan in 1979, and for the 
suppression of Solidarity and the military takeover in 
PoLand . 

His 'greatest achievement' was to bring the Soviets n 
nuclear arsenal on a par with Amerika's .To maintain the 
state a vast military machine now exists Like all states 
it is there to protect the ruling regime not the members 
of the country .Once he had brought the Soviet's nuclear 
capability to this overkill level he called for limitations 
and peace talks ! Certain members of end and the left s 
seem to have overlooked his responsibility ( albeit a 
joint responsibility with the leaders of the West) in 
creating our present precarious situaution . 
His uccessor is to be Yuri Andropov ( good name for an 
Islamic fundamentalist), head of the infamous KGB and 
who was given this post thanks to the military and key 
members of the Central Committee .Spot the difference ! 
There is nothing good that i can put in about Brezhnev, 
and it appears that the state itself found some difficulty, 
look how long it took them to announce his death .What 
else could they have waited for other than something good 
to say, they were waiting for someone to come up with 
something . 



Big, friendly old US of A has once again tried to use its 
influence and power to protect its interests overseas . 

The martial law administration in Bangladesh is planning 
to adopt a new national drugs policy at the end of 1982 
which will ban 1,742 of the 4,000 drugs which are on sale 
at present in that country .This move is to cut down the 
number of drugs with harmful side -effects or with no 
therapeutic value .All this sounds good, after all, any cut 
in drugs supply is a good move, plus, the local companies 
are to be encouraged to produce drugs with simple formu- 
lations like antacids and vitamins . 
But what got America's back up was that only companies 
with factories in Bangladesh will be able to sell drugs in 
the country, and they will have to buy all raw materials 
from local supplies wherever possible, thus leaving the 
multinationals, eight of which control 80% of the drug 
market at present, to fight over the sale of drugs which 
local firms cannot produce .This, as you may well imagine, 
has left the pharmacutical companies a bit peeved .The 
USA, in response, is reported to be threatening to recon - 
sider a $13j6m aid project . 




They tried the same thing in the 60' s with Sri Lanka, but 
tne same thing happened there as in Bangladesh in that 
the martial law administration planned to go ahead hoping 
that aid would be restored later having given the US no 
political advantage . 

So the next time that you hear about the generous west 
giving aid to poorer countries, think of it as a form of 
blackmail to be withdrawn if that country does not toe the 
line . 

It is also further evidence of the need for the people of the 
world to gain autonomy over their existence . We are being 
used by the governments and multinationals like pawns on 
a chessboard in their power games .

Cleveland police committee 
yesterday prevented a news- 
paper from publishing details 
of a leaked confidential report 
about internal police discip- 
linary proceedings after being 
granted an injunction at the 
weekend by a High Court 
judge. 

The injunction, served on 
the Middlesbrough Evening 
Gazette, stopped, the publi- 
cation of any facts, opinions or 
material arising from the 
report of an inquiry into police 
conduct by the Lancashire 
Chief Constable, Mr Albert 
Laugharne. The report had 
been leaked to the paper. 

Mr Laugharne was called in 
early this year to investigate 
the way in which Cleveland 
police carried out an inquiry 
into the death of a Middles- 
brough football fan, Craig 
French, who was stabbed near 
Ayresome Park football ground 
in 1980. Allegations that the 
initial inquiry was improperly 
handled had been made by a 
former Cleveland police super- 
intendent. 

Mr Justice Croom-Johnson, 
sitting in London, ordered the 
Evening Gazette not to make 
any copies of the leaked report 
or pass on information from it 



to other persons, bodies or 
publications. The paper was 
also ordered to return any 
copies of the report to the Cle- 
veland Chief Constable, Mi 
Christopher Payne. 

A spokesman for the police 
committee said publication of 
the report's findings might 
have interfered with its quasi- 
judicial duty, breached the 
confidentiality of witnesses and 
police informers , and preju- 
diced the operational activities 
of Cleveland police force. 

Yesterday, the Evening 
Gazette's legal advisers were 
still studying the terms of the 
injunction, but the leaked 
report had not been surren- 
dered. The editor,- Mr David 
James, said: "It may well be 
as a result of this that we 
shall seek to have the injunc- 
tion lifted— thus enabling us to 
report freely on matters we 
believe to be in the public in- 
terest." 

It is the second time in six 
weeks that Cleveland police 
have successfully asked a 
judge to prevent publication of 
reports involving the force. Tyne 
Tees Television was banned 
from showing a- documentary 
on alleged police corruption in 
September until it removed 
certain film sequences.
